Kicking  off  Emerson's  fall  athletics  season  were  the 
soccer  teams  and  the  men's  team  finished  their  season  with  a 
record  of  12-6-1.  They  made  it  to  the  GNAC  Championship 
Tournament,  but  lost  in  overtime  of  the  First  Round 
to  Suffolk  University.  Emerson  center  midfielder  Cody 
Schram  (Sr.,  Durham,  NH)  was  named  to  the  Great 
Northeast  Athletic  Conference  2006  Men's  Soccer  All- 
Conference  Team.  Schram  was  a first-team  pick  for  the 
second  consecutive  year,  while  forward  Will  Sagar  (Sr., 
Arlington,  VA),  midfielder  Ryan  Poliseno  (Jr.,  Hanover, 
MA),  and  defender  Steve  Francis  (So.,  Congers,  NY)  were 
second  team  picks.  Schram  led  Emerson  in  scoring  with  12 
goals  and  eight  assists  for  32  points  in  19  games. 


Emerson's  Lady  Lions  had  an  amazing  season  as  well, 
with  a record  of  8-8-1.  They  also  made  it  to  the  GNAC 
Conference  Championships,  but  lost  in  the  First  Round  to 
Western  New  England  College.  Four  of  these  fierce  players 
were  named  to  the  Great  Northeast  Athletic  Conference 
2006  All-Conference  team.  Midfielder  Stacey  Ambrose  (Sr., 
Londonderry,  NH)  and  forward,  Casey  Whalen  (Jr.,  Great 
Barrington,  MA)  were  first  team  picks,  while  defender 
Erica  Coray  (Sr.,  Ashburn,  VA)  and  midfielder  Katie 
Franzeo  (First-year,  Henderson,  NA)  were  second 
team  picks.  Ambrose  and  Whalen  tied  for  fourth  on  the 
Lions  in  scoring,  each  netting  five  goals  and  three  assists. 
Franzeo  was  the  team's  leading  scorer  with  21  points  on 
seven  goals  and  seven  assists.  Coray,  who  was  a first  team 
pick  as  a midfielder  in  2005,  was  the  team's  top  defender 
and  also  added  three  assists  on  the  season.

Both  the  Men's  and  Women's  Cross  Country  teams  performed 
above  and  beyond  this  year,  finishing  seventh  place  or  better 
in  all  of  their  meets  this  season.  John  Weselcouch  (Sr.,  Fairfield, 
CT)  and  freshman  Collin  Gately  ( Fr.,  Deerfield,  NH)  earned 
spots  on  the  Great  Northeast  Athletic  Conference  Men's  Cross 
Country  All-Conference  team  by  virtue  of  their  finishes  in 
the  GNAC  Championship  race  on  October  28.  Weselcouch 
finished  fifth  in  the  82  person  field  with  a time  of  29:59  over 
the  8,000  meter  course.  His  pace  translates  to  a 6:00  mile. 
Gately  finished  17  seconds  behind  Weselcouch  and  finished 
seventh  in  the  meet.  On  the  women’s  team,  Ariel  Tweto  ( FY, 
Anchorage,  AK)  earned  both  the  Rookie  of  the  Year  and  All- 
Conference  honors  from  the  GNAC  by  virtue  of  her  second 
place  finish  at  the  Women's  Cross  Country  Championship. 
Tweto  covered  the  5,000  kilometer  course  in  21:09  at  a pace 
of  6:50  per  mile.  The  top  finisher  among  first-year  runners, 
Tweto  ended  the  race  only  six  seconds  behind  the  Conference 
champion.  As  a team,  Emerson  finished  fourth  in  the  eight 
team  field. 


The  Emerson  Women's  Volleyball  team  christened  the 
new  Piano  Row  Gymnasium  this  year,  and  finished  with  a 
record  of  9-13.  Seniors  Kelly  Hogan  (Salem,  NH)  and 
Alex  Porteshawver  (Davenport,  Iowa)  were  both  named 
to  the  Great  Northeast  Athletic  Conference  Volleyball  All- 
Conference  second  team.  Hogan  was  honored  by  the 
GNAC  for  the  fourth  time  in  her  career,  and  Porteshawver 
improved  on  her  third-team  performance  from  the  2005 
season.  Porteshawver  led  the  Lions  in  kills  and  kills  per 
game.  Hogan  led  the  team  in  attack  attempts  and  service 
aces  and  was  second  in  blocks.  Each  player  started  all  80 
games  for  the  Lions.

The  Men's  Basketball  team  at  Emerson  had  an  amazing 
season  in  their  new  gym,  finishing  with  a record  of  16-8  in  the 
regular  season.  They  went  on  to  play  in  the  first  round  of  the 
Eastern  College  Athletic  Conference  New  England  Division  111 
Tournament.  Because  of  their  great  record  they  were  the 
third  seeded  team,  and  they  lost  in  the  end  to  the  sixth  seeded 
Curry  College.  Players  Bryan  Rouse  ( Fr.,  East  Greenwich,  RI) 
and  Will  Dawkins  (Jr.,  Springfield,  MA)  were  named  to  the  Great 
Northeast  Athletic  Conference  2007  All-Conference  team.  Rouse 
was  named  the  GNAC  Rookie  of  the  Year  and  was  a first  team 
selection.  Dawkins  was  a second  team  pick  for  the  second 
consecutive  year.  Rouse,  a center,  was  the  second  leading  scorer 
in  the  GNAC  at  23.5  points  per  game.  He  led  the  Conference  in 
shooting  percentage,  connecting  on  over  57%  of  his  shots  from  the 
field.  Dawkins  was  Emerson's  second  leading  scorer  at  15.2  points 
per  game  from  his  guard  position  and  was  the  second  leading 
rebounder  with  an  average  of  5.5  each  contest.  He  led  the  team  in 
assists  (86),  steals  (53),  and  minutes  played  at  35  per  game. 


These  lady  Lions  performed  incredibly  well  in  their  new 
habitat,  finishing  their  season  with  a record  of  16-10.  Player  Maude 
Okrah  (So.,  Rutland,  MA)  and  head  coach  Melissa  Hart  were  each 
honored  on  the  Great  Northeast  Athletic  Conference  women's 
basketball  All-Conference  team.  Okrah,  a guard,  was  a second 
team  selection  based  on  voting  from  the  conference  women's 
basketball  coaches,  and  Hart  was  named  the  Conference  Coach  of 
the  Year  by  her  peers.  Okrah  was  Emerson's  leading  scorer  at  10.7 
points  per  game.  She  shot  just  under  49%  from  the  field  during 
the  year  and  averaged  4.6  rebounds.  One  of  the  top  defenders 
in  the  Conference,  Okrah  had  41  steals  and  five  blocks.  She  also 
dished  out  24  assists.  Hart  was  named  Coach  of  the  Year  after 
guiding  Emerson  to  a program  best  16-10  record  and  fifth  place 
in  the  final  conference  standings.  The  Lions  won  six  more  games 
in  2006-2007  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  team  numbered  15 
women,  and  had  a GNAC  Record  of  7-4.

The  Women's  Lacrosse  team  played  with  intensity 
during  their  season,  with  a final  record  of  6-6,  3-4  in  the  New 
England  Women's  Lacrosse  Alliance.  Midfielder  Keri  Angus  (Sr., 
Coventry,  RI)  and  goal  keeper  Kelly  Johnson  ( FY,  Birmingham, 
AL)  were  both  named  to  the  New  England  Women's  Lacrosse 
Alliance  All-Conference  team.  Angus,  who  was  a first-  team 
pick  for  the  second  consecutive  year,  set  school  single  season 
scoring  records  in  2007  for  Emerson  with  36  goals  in  11  games. 
Her  season  point  total  of  42  was  also  an  Emerson  record.  She 
is  the  leading  scorer  in  Emerson  women's  lacrosse  history  with 
63  goals  and  10  assists  for  73  points.  She  also  set  the  single 
game  record  for  goals  scored  with  eight  against  Westfield  in 
early  April.  Johnson,  a second  team  pick,  stepped  into  the  net 
for  the  Lions  and  started  all  12  games  compiling  a 6-6  record. 
She  gave  up  an  average  of  11.33  goals  per  game  with  a save 
percentage  of  .462.  She  averaged  9.75  saves  per  game  and 
compiled  a 6-6  record. 


The  Men's  Lacrosse  team  played  a great  season,  finishing  up 
with  a record  of  5-7,  3-4  in  the  NAC.

Additionally,  the 
team  was  named  co-winner  of  the  NAC  Sportsmanship  Award. 
i Smollar  played  every  minute  of  the  season  for  the  Lions.  An 
honorable  mention  selection  in  2006,  Smollar  is  ranked  third  in  the 
nation  in  Division  III  save  percentage,  stopping  66.8%  of  the  shots 
taken  against  him.  He  is  also  ranked  47th  in  the  country  in  goals 
against  average,  surrendering  8.75  goals  per  game.  Frank  led  the 
team  in  scoring  with  18  goals,  13  assists,  and  31  points  and  led  the 
team  with  two  game  wining  goals  and  six  man-up  goals,  and  was 
third  on  the  Lions  in  ground  balls  with  28.  Porter  started  11  of  the 
team's  12  games.  Often  given  the  task  of  stopping  the  opposition's 
. best  attackman,  he  led  the  team  in  ground  balls.

The  Men's  Baseball  team  had  an  interesting  season,  with 
a rough  start  during  spring  training,  they  came  back  to 
finish  their  season  with  a record  of  7-19.  First  baseman  Bryan 
Fennessey  (Jr.,  East  Greenwich,  Rl)  was  named  to  the  Great 
Northeast  Athletic  Conference  baseball  all-conference  second 
team.  Fennessey,  who  started  all  26  of  the  team's  games,  led 
the  Lion  regulars  in  batting  average  while  hitting  .333.  He 
was  also  number  one  on  the  team  in  home  runs  (3),  RBI  (13), 
slugging  percentage  (.526)  and  on  base  percentage  (.430).  He 
fielded  176  chances  while  making  only  five  errors  all  season 
for  a fielding  percentage  of  .972.  He  also  made  two  pitching 
appearances. 


The  Women's  Softball  team  had  an  incredible  season, 
finishing  with  an  18-15  record,  before  moving  on  to  win  the  GNAC 
Conference  championship.  They  then  continued  on  to  make 
Emerson  College  history  by  becoming  the  first  team  invited  to  the 
NCAA  Championship  Tournament.  No  fewer  than  six  different 
players  have  been  selected  for  individual  honors  representing  six 
different  conference  or  regional  teams,  including  the  GNAC  All- 
Tournament  Team,  GNAC  All-Stars,  the  GNAC  All-Conference 
Team,  the  All-Northeast  pick  by  the  National  Fastpitch  Coaches 
Association  (NFCA),  the  New  England  Softball  Coaches  Associa- 
tion (NESCA),  and  the  ESPN:  The  Magazine  Academic  All-District 
Team.  Third  baseman  Lindsay  DeStefano  (Jr.,  Glocester,  RI),  lead 
the  list  with  selections  to  five  different  teams,  Bridget  Farago  (FY, 
Oneonta,  NY)  was  named  to  four  different  teams,  Jen  Boyden  (Sr., 
Chester,  NH),  Heather  Drobiarz  (Sr.,  Old  Saybrook,  CT),  and  Catie 
McDonough  (So.,  North  Adams,  MA),  each  have  been  honored  by 
two  organizations.  Also  selected  was  pitcher  Angela  Jorgensen  (Jr., 
Dayton,  Iowa).  Emerson  finished  the  season  with  a 24-18  record 
and  was  ranked  seventh  in  New  England  in  the  final  NESCA  poll.

The  men's  tennis  team  played  a great  season,  with  a final  record 
of  6-4.  Aman  Kapur  was  named  GNAC  Player  of  the  Year,  and 
Varun  Kapur  and  Matt  McKinney  were  also  honored.  Number 
one  singles  player,  Aman  Kapur  (Jr.,  Lima,  PERU)  has  been 
named  the  Great  Northeast  Athletic  Conference  Tennis  Player  of 
the  Year  in  balloting  conducted  by  the  conference  head  coaches. 
Kapur  had  a perfect  7-0  record  in  singles  during  the  year  and 
was  6-1  in  doubles  play  for  the  Lions.  In  singles  play,  only  one  of 
his  matches  went  three  sets,  and  he  surrendered  only  32  games 
all  season  while  winning  88  for  a winning  percentage  of  .733. 
This  is  the  fourth  consecutive  year  that  Emerson  has  had  the 
GNAC  Player  of  the  Year.  Kapur's  teammates  Matt  McKinney 
(So.,  Muncie,  IN)  and  Varun  Kapur  (Fr.,  Lima,  Peru)  were  also 
named  to  the  GNAC  All-Conference  team  as  second  team  picks. 
McKinney  had  a 2-0  singles  record  and  was  2-1  in  doubles.  He 
teamed  with  Aman  Kapur  for  half  the  season  at  first  doubles. 
Varun  Kapur  was  Emerson's  #2  singles  player  where  he  com- 
piled a 5-2  record.  He  was  also  4-2  in  doubles  play  in  both  the 
first  and  second  doubles  flights. 


The  Women's  Tennis  team  performed  well  this  season, 
finishing  off  the  year  with  a record  of  6-6.  Player  Kayleigh  Holt 
(FY.,  Somerset,  MA)  was  named  the  Great  Northeast  Athletic 
Conference  Rookie  of  the  Week  for  the  week  ending  October 
8.  Holt  was  4-0  during  the  week  defeating  her  opponent  from 
Pine  Manor  College  at  number  1 singles  (7-5,  6-3),  and  her 
opponent  at  number  2 singles  against  Newbury  College 
(6-0,  6-2).  In  doubles  Holt  and  her  partner  won  8-0  at  the 
number  two  spot  versus  Pine  Manor,  and  with  a different  partner 
teamed  to  take  the  number  1 doubles  point  against  Newbury  8-5. 
Additionally,  Lauren  Wilson  (FY.,  Calabasas,  CA)  was  named 
to  the  Great  Northeast  Athletic  Conference  Weekly  Honor 
Roll  for  her  play  the  week  ending  October  1.  During  the  week 
Wilson  was  2-0  at  the  second  singles  position.  She  defeated  her 
opponent  from  Mitchell  College  in  three  sets  (7-5,  3-6,  6-0)  and 
the  player  from  Emmanuel  College  in  straight  sets  (6-2,  6-0). 
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Emerson  hockey  was  new  this  year, 
as  many  students  gathered  together 
to  form  a team  and  joined  a club 
league,  playing  against  schools  like 
Berklee  College  of  Music  and  others 
around  the  New  England  area.  This 
team  drew  a lot  of  fans  from  the 
school  to  their  games,  increasing 
students'  interest  in  athletics  both 
on  and  off  campus.  Students  trav- 
eled out  to  UMASS  Boston,  and  BEJ 
to  watch  this  team  skate  to  victory. 
The  team  was  made  up  of  students 
from  every  class,  freshmen  through 
seniors  and  with  the  support  they 
received,  it  looks  like  they  are  here 
to  stay. 


The  Emerson  College  Wiffleball 
League  completed  its  third  year  in 
2007,  with  students  coming  out  for 
the  8 teams  in  the  league.
